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AG.LYSIS  OF  FOREIGN  TR.DE  IN  NUTS 


The  foreign  trc.de  of  the  United  Stc.tos  in  edible  nuts  hr.s  always  con- 
sisted almost  entirely  of  imports.  Exports  of  domestic  nuts  have  been  confin- 
ed to  per.nuts,  but  even  in  this  cr.se  imports  have  greatly  exceeded  c Xpert s. 
During  the  lest  ton  years  the  consumption  of  nuts  in  the  United  States  hr.s  > ;• 
boon  increasing.  Production  hr.s  increased  also  but  r.ot  rs  much  rs  consumption. 
Imports  of  nuts  during  the  five-year  period  1925-1029  were  double  the  quantity 
purchased  from  abroad  during  the  five  years  1910-1914.  During  the  same  period 
the  production  of  the  principal  commercial  nuts  in  the  United  States  increased 
in  the  aggregate  .almost  90  per  cent.  Ear  the  individual  nuts  the  increases 
mere:  about  75  per  cent  for  peanuts,  175  per  cent  for  walnuts,  and  455  per 

cent  for  almonds.  The  principal  sources  of  nuts  imported  into  the  United 
St-tos  are:  France,  Italy,  Rumania  and  China  for  walnuts;  Spain  and  Italy  far 

almonds;  China  for  peanuts-;  Spain,  Italy  and  Turkey  for  filberts. 

ALMONDS  - Some  of  our  earliest  records  list  almonds  among  the  import 
items  and  the  imports  have  advanced  from  only  a few  thousand  pounds  during 
1004  to  62,263,000  ; undo  during  1929.  Average  imports  during  1925-1929 
amounted  to  5C ,0G4,CCC  pounds  as  compared  with  an  average  of  44,900,000  pounds 
during  1910-1914,  an  increase  of  13  per  cent.  The  Mediterranean  countries 
supply  close  to  95  per  cent  of  the  almonds  purchased  from  abroad.  In  earlier 
ye- rs  the  major  portion  of  the  almonds  came  in  as  unshollod  nuts  but  at  the 
present  time  nearly  95  per  cent  of  the  imports  are  shelled. 

CHESTNUTS  - During  1925-1929  imports  averaged  23,256,000  pounds  as  com- 
£ pared  with  12,01^ , CCC  pounds  before  the  war,  an  increase  of  Cl  per  cent.  Italy 
supplies  at  least  90  per  cent  of  imports. 

CR1LJ.1  — ND  BRAZIL  NUTS  - Practically  all  of  the  nuts  of  that  name  come 
from  Brazil,  average  not  imports  during  the  lr  st  5 years  amounting  to 
30,759, CCC  pounds,  a gain  of  59  per  cent  over  the  pre-war  average. 

FILBERTS  - Spain,  Italy  and.  Turkey  furnish  us  with  largo  quantities  of 
filberts.  Average  net  imports  during  1C1C— 1914  amounted  to  13,111,000  pounds 
as  compared  with  23,003,000  pounds  during  the  last  5 years  or  an  increase  of 
76  per  cent. 

PE. ’.NUTS  - Tb ough  the  United  States  exports  peanuts  in  considerable 
volume,  the  imports  greatly  exceed  exports,  net  imports  during  1925-1929 
mounting  to  77,111,000  pounds  or  more  than  double  the  average  net  imports 
before  the  war.  As  in  the  case  of  almonds,  most  of  the  imported  peanuts  are 
shelled.  — t lo^st  9C  per  cent  of  our  imports  come  from  China,  a small  part 
of  which  .re  unshelled  ruts  shipped  by  way  of  Japan. 

PEC— NS  - The  downward  trend  in  ii '.ports  of  pecans  n ted  since  19 1C  re- 
flects the  r ma  rkable  expansion  in  the  domestic  production.  Receipts  of  for- 
eign grown  pecans  dropped  fr^m  an  average  of  2, 543, CCC  pounds  during  191C- 
1914  to  1,174, CCC  pounds  during  1925-192 9,  a decrease  of  54  per  cent. 

P—LUUTS  - I.Iorw  than  half  of  the  walnuts  received  from  ov^rso-  s are  un- 
eholled  nuts.  It*'ly  and  Chin-'  send  us  large  quantities  of  both  shelled  and 
unshollod  nuts,  while  most  xf  the  shelled  nuts  come  from  France.  During  1925- 
192.,  net  imports  of  walnuts  averaged  68,204, CCC  pounds,  an  increase  of  47 
per  cent  over  19 1C -1914  average,  when  46,455, CCC  pounds  wore  received  from 
foreign  sources. 

TR.J3S  UITA  -A-SIA.,  ILAA.II  AND  PORTO  RICO  - The  trade  in  nuts  between 
the  United  States  and  those  outlying  possessions  is  small  and  unimporta nt .

Tho  tern  "entry  f mr  con- 
sunption"  is  the  technical  name  of  tho  import  entry  ma.de  at  tho  customhouse 
and  implies  that  the  goods  have  been  delivered  into  the  custody  if  the  im- 
porter and  th' t the  duties  have  been  paid  on  the  dutiable  portion.  Some 
of  them  may  be  afterward  exported.  Imports  for  consumption  were  first 
rop  :rted  in  1C67  and  published  in  1C6G. 

KIND,  OJl-NTITY  AND  V-JJJE  OF  IMPORTS  --  The  kind,  quantity  of  value 
of  imported  merchandise  are  ascertained  from,  the  entry  filed-  by  the 
importer  at  tho  customhouse. 

The  value  of  imported  merchandise  as  shown  in  the  statistical  tables 
is  the  foreign  v~.lue  or  tho  export  value,  whichever  is  higher;  that  is, 
the  market  value  or  the  price  at  which  the  merchandise,  at  tho  tine  of 
exportation  to  the  United  States  is  offered  for  sale  in  the  principal 
markets  of  the  country  from  which  exported,  including  tho  cost  ~>f  contain- 
ers or  coverings  ^nd  all  expenses  incident  to  placing  the  merchandise  in 
condition  ready  for  shipment  to  the  United  States.
